Legislation By Assassination 


An Editorial 
We are losing a freedom: The right to keep and bear 


arms. 
Everytime some national figure is assassinated, hy- 
steria prevails throughout Washington D. C. and more 
anti-gun legislation is called for, and passed, 

Recent example is the crime-conttdl bill passed by the 
U. S. House of Representatives, last Thursday, which in- 
cludes а ban on mail-order salés OE baodguns.' President 
Jabnson asked for stronger reim*im-bur "freedom: by bår- 
ning sale of, rifles and shotguns-through the mails — he 
didn't get it, yet! 

Banning the sale of these firearms through the mails 
still doesn't stop their purchase locally. Though maybe not 
as exotic as some imports, still they are firearms. 

The very act that makes a man a criminal, the planning 
and taking of a human life, will put him beyond obeying 
any man-made firearms law. Now we get to the heart 
of the matter — the disarming of ALL citizens. 

Now what can be the point in that? 

What if “everyone” in the United States turned in his 
ог her gun?—if you are adult enough to think for yourself 
you know that no self-respecting criminal is goifig to turn 
in the tools of his trade.
